There 
are such games as “ gimp” a game 
similar to chinese checkers, spool 
knitting, ring toss. checkers, whif­ 
fle ball, jacks and puzzles. These 
are games which can be placed 
at any time during the program. 
In 
addition to these 
activ ities, 
there are other superv ised projects 
for the children. Handicraft, a fav ­

eludes making such things as brace­ 
lets. necklaces, and ash tray s. 
In talking to many of the children.

The scien ce o f o p tics p ro v ides the basis 
fo r the fashio n in g o f a diamo n d, reg ardless o f 
whether the fin al g em is to be a ro u n d brillian t, 
marq u ise, o v al o r emerald shap e. Besides the 
an g le at which the facets are cu t, the pro po rtio n 
o f the sto n e abo v e an d belo w the g irdle lin e is

He is acting like a man who has no t thereby y ielded his presiden­ 
tial ho pes but who has co ncluded they no w may lie o nly in a co urse 
rang ing fro m middle Of the ro ad to pro g ressiv ism. 


He is betting there are still eno ug h po werful Republicans, especial­ 
ly in the big industrial states who , in the final test, will seek such a 
candidate as he rather than the av o wedly co nserv ativ e Go idwater. 
Their arg ument wo uld he, as so o ften befo re, that o nly a middle ro ader 
co uld attract eno ug h Demo cratic and independent v o tes to win the fail 
electio n. 


Perhaps the big co nserv ativ e push fo r Go idwater left Ro ckefeller 
no cho ice but to mo v e leftward. Certainly the rig ht has been quite 
tho ro ug hly pre-empted by the Arizo nan. 


Ho wev er that may be, it is clear fro m published indicatio ns that 
the g o v erno r is happier in his present po sture. It is his o rig inal o ne in 
po litics, and he sto ma mo st at ho me with it. 


In his earlier attempts to wo o Republican co nserv ativ es, he man­ 
ag ed to make v ery few happy . A g o o d many were prepared to accept 
him as the no minee when they believ ed that pro spect inev itable, but 
they were no t real Ro ckefeller fans. And the wo o ing co st him so me o f 
his mo derate to liberal hacking . 


To day ha Is fairly clo se to being a free ag ent. Ha can fig ht with 
the kno wledg e that mo st o f the wo rst pro bably is behind him—the im* 
pact o f his remarriag e, the liquo r scandals, his budg et tro ubles. 


In the nex t sev eral mo nths he sho uld learn whether all this Is truly 
behind him—o r riding with him as a dead weig ht wherev er he g o es. 


If the latter is true, then his big po litical bet that the center-left 
is the place to be fo r IIM co uld be a wasted wag er. But if his imag e 
Is so meho w resto red, then his g amble will be watched as o ne o f this 
decade's mo st fascinating po litical maneuv ers.

J ack Shadrach, ex ecutiv e secretary o f the lo cal chapter, said 
the 
*Y’ actually lo st mo ney o n this summer's co urse but that the results 
attained fro m the v enture by the participants and Dix o n’s interest in 
the pro g ram hav e mo re than made up fo r the mo ney lo ss.” 
Shadrach said “ the pro g ram will be co ntinued nex t y ear pro v iding 
the *Y’ g ets the same suppo rt ii receiv ed this y ear.” 
Shadrach aaid “ the *Y’ will he v ery happy to co ntinue the pro ­ 
g ram ag ain nex t y ear lf it g ets the same suppo rt g iv en this y ear.” 
Shadrach po inted o ut that “ attendance this summer has been hig h­ 


er in the first of three sessions each day (third to sixth graders). Over 
HO per cent of those registering for the course were rn attendance at 


each session. 
‘‘Attendance in the other two groups (7th through 9 th graders and 
10th through 12 graders) was .somewhat less (over 40 per cent),” he 
said, “ but participants in these groups are already involved in several 
other summer programs such as baseball or tennis and 
a great many 
of the older boy s work and could riot make al! the sessions.” 
The Dix o n YMCA summer pro g ram was first fo rmulated in early 
spring by the o rg anizatio n s phy sical co mmittee. 
Through lite cooperation of the Dixon School Board, the Dixon 
High School old gy m was obtained rent free. The Board also allowed 
the YMCA to use the school s athletic equipment without charge. 
The purpose of the summer program was not only to give the 
y outh something to do during the vacation months but to also ex pose 
them to methods of better phy sical condiioning. 
Dix o n Hig h Scho o l, last y ear, instituted ex tra-curricular phy sical 
fitness co urse fo r hig h scho o l bo y s. The co urse created wide interest 


and the YMCA phy sical co mmittee felt that the y o ung er ag e g ro up 
also needed the chance fo r such a pro g ram. 
All three daily classes in the YMCA program are introduced to 
phy sical ex ercises both isometric (ex erting energy against an immov­ 
able object) and weightlifting (using movable weights). 
The y ounger group meets from I to 2:30 p.m. while the 7ih 
through 
9th grade boy s meet from 2:30 to 4 p.m. The high schoolers 
meet in the evening from 5:30 to 7 p m. 
The curriculum for all three classes is much the same but intensity 
varies according to age group. 
All classes warmup tho ro ug hly befo re starting the day ’s activ ities. 
Fo r the y o ung est set. this includes calisthenics. Fo r the o lder bo y s, 
seco nd ami third class perio ds, a o ne and a half mile jo g o ut to 
Bo rden’s Field and hack is used. 
The three sessions all are introduced to 
1he use of weights in proper 
conditioning. The junior high and high school groups use isometrics 
two day s a week while regular weights are used the remaining three 


day s.
